dence of F. A. Brown, Esq.

pany was in attendance, and a most ex- 
cellent spirit prevailed throughout.

He said he had no right to speak, as he 


was not sufficiently acquainted with the- 
ology, or with 
sacred things, yet ho 


claimed to have tho good of community at 
heart; ho desired as much as any one the 
highest state of morals attainable. Tho 
distinguished speaker paid a high tribute 
to tho Sabbath day, as a suitable time to 
road and study tho bible. lie said there 
was a great difference between reading nnd 
studying the bible. Said he "once tried 
hard to keep from lying aud had a hard 
time of it, aud if they did not think so to 
try it themselves. Ho used to think it 
smart to swear, but had now quit to a 
great extent ; said ho sometimes forgot 
himself and was always ashamed of it. lie 
regarded llio practice as a miserable and 
contemptible ouo, and advised the chil- 
dicn and everybody else to abstain from it. 
As an example of God's power ho went on 
to say thai tlio world was creit'ud by Him 
in six duys, but tho combined wisdom of 
all ages uml generation*! ot men could not 
so much as create it leul ihut adorns the 
trees of the foreat. 
lie leniiirkijd that at 


tho ago of fourteen he had never heard of 
n Unhbnth .school; ho weul two tkhbiUhs, 
which was liis entire experience in Sun- 
day M'hoo!:i m a scholar,—remembered 
well the man who invited him to go.

inents he [.aid they were written by Hod 
with lingers of lire on tables of stone, 
llo 


gave a very interesting account of the es 
cnpe of the Children of Israel and thoir 
travels id Iho w'kloinees ; had been inter- 
ested iu this history because he had trav- 
eled over Hie twine ground himself, lie 
leferred to the people becoming trouble- 
some on account of thoir blindness. 
In 


speaking ot 
their desire lo return to 


toligyptbe said they would rather be 
slaves with enough to eat, than to bs 
free with a scantiness of the good things 
of this life. Liberty, he said, was a price- 
less boon, and its enjoyment was well 
worth uiiy saeiiliee that might be neces- 
nary for its attainment and retentioB. 
As 


to being good citizens he said there was 
no proper time lo violate the laws of God 
or man. Especially should all laws, both 
human aud divine, be respected and 
obeyed on the Sabbath day. 


Tho speaker then paid a high compli- 


ment to the Sabbath School, as one of the 
most potent agencies for tho moral and re- 
ligious education of the rising gonoralion. 
Ho.then proceeded to pass u beautiful and 
just encomium upon tho great State of Ill- 
inois, speaking m the highest terms of its 
climate, soil, productions and society, and 
inquired why cannot our people be happy 
and contented • 


Tho Senator's address abounded in ex-

About half past eight last evening a sad 


accident occurred on the Water street 
crossing in front of J. 8, Hand's drug store. 
Mra. Penniwcll, the widow of tho flag- 
man who was killed on the railroad last 
winter, and a little girl about 10 or 12 years 
of age, had started across tho street togeth- 
er. When about half the distance two rigs 
came whirling along close to each other at 
a high rate of speed. The little girl was 
knocked 
down. In an effort to rescue 


her from the wheels of the carriage Mrs. 
Penniwcll was struck" by the shafts and 
thrown to tho ground. The little girl man- 
aged to crawl out of the way, but Mrs. 
Penniwcll was run over and perhaps dan- 
gerously injured. She rose to her feet and 
attempted to regain tho sidewalk. 
She 


staggered one or two steps aud fell to the 
earth beside tho pavement in front of J. R. 
Race's, her head almost striking one of tho 
flag stones. She was lifted up and carried 
into Hand's drug store and placed upon a 
chair. An express wagon was called aud 
tho poor woman placed In it on a chair and 
driven to. her home near tho I. B. & WJ 
depot. Mrs. Penniwell was very iV all 
night, vomiting constantly. She is little 
better to-day. It is difficult to determine 
the extent of her injuries. They may be 
of a slight nature and tho patient may 
speedily recover, or they may result in 
paralysis and perhaps death. 


Mrs. Penniwol! could have saved hi'rself 


had She not attempted to rescue the girt.— 
She says that when knocked down, the 
driver curbed his horse and could have 
avoided running over her, had he stopped 
entirely. He tuiuccl'his hoi'bc's heud, to 
drive around her, aud dashed ilowu this 
street without stopping. Tho wheels went 
over her, nevertheless. The carriagou were 
first seen on the crossing at Prairie sire"'. 
The driver is unknown. He either did not 
possess the moral courage to confess being 
guilty of tho accident by getting out aud 
ascertaining the extent of tho unfortunate 
woman's injuries, or else he wassoiuhumi n 
as to he utterly indifferent to them. If dis- 
covered the ends of justice should be oub- 
served by holding him criminally reoponsi 
ble.
